Case of Lorimer and His Alleged. 


Purchased Seat Again 
Before the Senate 


ALLEGED THAT LORIMER 
(NEW OF THE BRIBER! 


LaFollette Reads Names of 
Senators Who Voted to Keep 
Lorimer in Senate --- Senate 
Will Order Second Investiga- 
tion---Believed Committee on 
Elections Will Do Probing.

Washington, May 22.—(Special.)— 
Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin, 
opened a second fight on. Senator 
Lorimer today to expel the blonde boss 
from congress, and for two hours, 
despite the #weltering heat, addressed 
the senate and crowded galleries in his 
usual impassioned manner. 

At the close of his first day’s 
speech Senator La Follette startled 
his hearers and smashed an almost 
unbroken precedent of that dignified 
body by reading aloud from his place 
as part of his attack the names of the 
genators who had voteq to permit 
Lorimer to retain his seat and those 
who had voted against. 

This adaptation of the muck-raking 
Magazine methods and chautauqua 
style of address rather nettled some 
of the more sedate members of the 
upper body. They did not like being 
pllloried in exactly this style. 

Why Terrell Didn’t Vote on Lorimer. 

Senator Terrell was reag out as oné 
of those who was absent and did not 
vote on the closé roll call which 
showed 46 to 40 for Lorimer, a mem- 
ber absent and not paired being count- 
ed as a vote for Lorimer. 

The explanation of Senator Terrell’s 
absence was his sudden attack of ill- 
ness on February 4, which was ex- 
Plained to the senate by Senator Ba- 
con at the time the Lorimer vote was 
taken and the statement made that if 
present Senator Terrell would have 
voted ‘against Lorimer. 

Mr. La Follette asserted the belief 
that Lorimer had knowledge of the 
bribery and corruption used to secure 
his seat, and criticised the committee 
on privileges and elections for not hav- 
ing gone more thoroughly into this 
phase of the election. case. 

He expressed amazement that any 
member could have sat quietly in his 
seat for three weeks after the sensa- 
tional charges were made following the 
confessions of one of the bribe-takers 
and not risen to a question of the high- 
est constitutional privilege and defend- 
ed his honor from the assaults made 
upon it. 

Lorimer Pictured as Callous. 

Speaking from a knowledge gained 
during his service in the senate, he ex- 
pres@ed the belief that no other mem- 
ber could have been so callous. 

Lorimer was pictured as the most un- 
moved man in the body, when other 
members were cringing under the lash 
censure and imputations 
brought against the senate by the pub- 
lic press. 

With voice high pitched and yet 
hoarse with the tensity of his emotions, 
he asked: 

“How could any man who is fit to be 
here, any man who is innocent, sit three 
weeks and not raise his voice in reply, 
when other members of the senate were 
praying, ‘For God's sake and the honor 
of Illinois, speak.’ ” 

An tmmediate investigation of sweep- 
ing scope of the renewed charges that 
Senator Lorimer, of Illinois, is not en- 
titled to his seat is provided for in the 
resolutions by Senators Dillingham and 
La Follette. 

Both the democratic steering com- 
mittee and the republican members of 
the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions discussed the charges of corrup- 
tion in the Lorimer case, and Senator 
Dillingham, chairman of the elections 
committee, presented his resolution of 
inquiry as a substitute for the La 
Follette resolution. 

The La Follette measure provides 
for a renewed inquiry into the Lorimer 
case by a special committee, while the 
Dillingham measure directs the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections to 
make the inquiry. The democratic sen- 
ators will support tha Dillingham reso- 
lution. It is likely the elections com- 
mittee will be directed to investigate 
through a subcommittee to be chosen 
from its own members, but affirmed by 
the senate. Senator La Follette, who 
Was apparently surprised by the Dil- 
lingham measure, counts upon a num- 
ber of progressives to support his 
resolution. 

Text of the Dillingham Resolution. 

The Dillingham resolution follows: 

“That the cemmittee on privileges 
and elections is authorized and directed 
to further investigate the charges 
made against William Lorimer, a sen- 
ator from the state of Illinois, and to 
inquire and report to the senate wheth- 

in or about the election of said 
Wilntam Lorimer as a senator of the 
United States front th@ state of Illi- 
nois, or in connection with his right to 
a seat in this body, there were used 
or employed by any persof, firm, cor- 
poration or association, any corrupt 
methods or practice. 

“That said committee be authorized 


- to sit during the sessions of the sen- 


ate and during any recess of the sen- 
ate or of congress; to hold its sessions 
at such place or. places as it shall deem 
most convenient for the purpose of the 
investigation; to employ stenographers 
and such counsel and competent ac- 
countants as it may deem necessary; 
to send for persons and papers and to 
administer oaths, and that the ex- 
penses of the inquiry shall be paid

FLETCHEA BANNED 
FOR LORIMER VOTE 


The Florida’ Senator in Bad 
Kith the Unitarians 


Fletcher Opposed for ¢Re-elec- 
tion as Vice President of the 
Unitarian Association Because 
He Voted to Keep Lorimer in 
the United States Senate. 


Bostoh, Mass., May 22.—National 
politics, as voiced in the action of the 
United States senate on the Lorimer 
resolution, figured in the _  -principal 
meeting today of the anniversary week 
observance here by the Unitarians and 
affiliated societies. A resolution oppos- 
ing the re-election of United States 
Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of Florida, 
as vice president of the American 
Onitarian Association, because of his 
vote on the Lorimer case, received the 
indorsement of a number of members 
of the ministerial union. 

An attempt was made to place the 
union, as a body, in opposition” to 
Senator Fletcher, but it was finally 
agregd.,.to _gusmbers td approve, 
with their signatures as a personal ex- 
pression the following resolution; 


“Resolved, That in view of the pub- 
lic service attached to the name of 
Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, rida, 
we do not regard him as eligip * the 
leadership in that form of Chrisvfianity 
known as Unitarianism, and therefore 
protest against his nomination for Vice 
president of the American Unitarian 
Association.” 

The resolution will be laid before the 
annual meeting of the association on 
Wednesday. 


_ Amnesty for All Prisoners. 

Mexico City, May 22.—By an immense 
majority, the chamber of deputies to- 
night passed the bill providing general 
amnesty to political prisoners. [Jt be- 
comes effective immediately. Judge 
Vera Estanel, acting minister of the 
interior, presented to the chamber a 
report on the successful termination of 
the negotiations for peace, thus form- 
ally announcing to the body that the 
war is concluded. 


FIREMEN HURRY 


had finally approved the cabinet as 
suggested. As soon as Madero’s ac~- 
¢eptance of the cabinet is received, 
President Diaz will present his resig- 
nation. to the chamber of députies, it 
is said. On the assumption that this 
acceptance will be made within the 
next twenty-four hours, it has been 
tentatively agreed that this most in- 


teresting document of the revolution 


will be made public on May 24. 

No effort is made now to disguise the 
fact that General Diaz will leave the 
country at an early date. It is ex- 
pected that he will spend several 
months visiting Europe. 

On notification that peace had been 
agreed to, the management of the Na- 
tional Railways immediately began re- 
construction. It is estimated that the 
rebels have put 2,472 miles of railroads 
out of commission.

agreement there was evident no en- 
enthusiasm. It was like the receipt 
of the news of an election where the 
result was a foregone conclusion, 
Peace in Northern Mexico. 

Juarez, May .22.—Peace reigns su- 
preme in northern Meico tonight, 
where news of the signing of a peace 
agreement last night has penetrated. 
The only disquieting reports today 
were private advices from Mexico 
City that members of the “Cientifico’”’ 
party, deposed because of the Maderis- 
ta movement, were thinking of start- 
ing a revolution against the latter. 

Trouble from the “Cientifico” ele- 
ment, it is admitted here, is expected, 
but whether it will take the form of 
armed revolt after Madero assumes 
power is not yet clear. 

The insurrécto troops may be kept 
at the various garrisons in Mexico for 
a few months in readiness for trouble, 
but no definite plans along that line 
have been formed by Senor Madero.

not be classed as refined creosote. He 
said he had called on Mr. Curtis and 
was informed of the decision and then 
had visited Secretary MacVeagh, who 
explained the decision. 

“Did Mr. MacVeagh give any reason 
for the order?” Chairman Cox, of the 
committee, asked. 

“Yes,’’ Stuart replied, “he said the 
railroads could not afford to pay duty 


on it.’ 

“Was that the only he 
gave?’ asked the chairman. 

“That is the only one I recall,” was 
the reply. 

Previously, Allan L. Benson had told 
the committee, in executive session, 
that Stuart had told him of the re- 
mark Secretary MacVeagh is alleged 
to have made. Benson also visited 
the secretary of the treasury to in- 
quire about the creosote ruling.

He will be 
called as a witness before the com- 
mittee later in the week.

“The custom 
of tipping has become so much abused 
that the barber almost forces the extra 
fee from his patrons. Nowhere else is 
tipping so much abused as in the bar- 
ber. shop. If persisted in it will give 
nearly all of our customers to shaving 
themselves.”

Minority Report on Proposition 
to Elect Senators by Direct 
Vote Says There’s No Popular 
Demand to Deprive Congress 
of Right to Supervise Election, 


Washington, May 22-——-No popular 
demand exists for a change in the con- 
stitution so as to deprive cengress of 


the right to supervise the election of 
United States senators. So asserted a 
minority of the members of the sen- 
ate committee on the judiciary in a 
report filed today. 

The report opposed the withdrawal 
of such right of supervision from 
congress as is contemplated in the 
plan for the selection of senators by 
direct vote of the people. 
signed by Senators Clark of Wyoming, 
Nelson, Dillingham, Sutherland, 
Brandegee and Root, all republicans. 

The report ignores the question of 
direct elections and déals entirely with 
that of supervision, which is declared 
to be the more important feature of 
the house election resolution, which 
now is before the senate on a report 
from the majority of the judiciary 
com mittee. 

“The exercise of that national power 
over the popular election of repre- 
sentatives meets now with no objec- 
tion and under the proposed amend- 
ment, is to continue,” says the report. 
“The proposed change from legislative 
election of senators to popular elec- 
tion of senators furnishes no reason 
whatever for destroying the ultimate 
power of control over the election of 
senators, which the national congress 
now. has under the constitution.” 

Contention also is made that pos- 
session of the power which it is pro- 
posed to strike out is essential to en- 
able the national government to act 
effectively in case it should ever have 
occasion to enforce the provisions of 
the fourteenth ang fifteenth amend- 
ments to the constitution.

“It was thought advisable to recom- 
mend to all manufacturers a reduc- 
tion of 331-3 per cent in output of all 
sawmills until such time as the de- 
mand should more nearly absorb the 
supply.” 

Reduction of Output Ordered. 

He saiq notices were sent to all 
members to reduce their output for 
nimety days and that again before the 
expiration of the ninety days’ period 
he sent another notice that ourtail- 
ment should continue for ninety days 
more.

FREIGHT RATE WAR 
PROBABLE IN EAST 


Delaware and Hudson Reduces 
Class Rates Between New 
York and Chicago. 


Washington, May 22.—An eastern 
freight rate war is likely to be pre- 
cipitated by the action of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Company in filing 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion a tariff making a reduction in the 
class freight rates between New York 
city and Chicago. 

The Delaware and Hudson hag filed 
a tariff, effective June 15, which re- 
duces the freight rate between the 
cities from 76 cents a hundred pounds 
first-class to 62 cents a hundred, the 
rates on other classes of freight being 
proportionately lower. 

By the new tariff the rates to in- 
termediate points between New York 
am Chicago are proportionately high- 
er than they are for the full distance, 

No reason is known to the inter- 
State commerce commission for the 
proposed cutting of rates. The Dela- 
ware and Hudson company was one 
of the eastern carriers which repre- 
senteg to the commission in the rate 
cases tried last winter that the class 
rate of 75 cents a hundrea@ pounds 
furnished an inadequate return to the 
carriers 

Already the commission has received 
an intimation from other eastern car- 
riers that they propose to contest the 
Dalaware and Hudson's action. In 
this request it is understood the roads 
will be joinegd by shippers in the be- 
lief that a rate contest at this time 
would be generally disastrous. The 
commission is considering whether it 
is empowered to suspend a reduction in 
rates as well as an advance.

La Follette Pieads for Probe. 

Senator La Follette’s speech was a 
plea for a re-investigation of the mat- 
ter not only on account of recent de- 
velopments, but because of the revela- 
tions during the last session's inves- 
tigation.

USING THE ROPER TUNNEL 


With the Roper tunnel, between oe | 
lanta and Birmingham, again open and 
the arrival of ten new coaches to be 
used between Atlanta and New York, 
local Seaboard officials expect to make

service. 

The famous Roper tunnel, 15 miles 
this side of Birmingham, has just 
been reopened after almost two years 
and the first train passed through 
Sunday morning bound for Atlanta. 
This tunnel, it will be remenibered, 
caved in more than @ year and a half 
ago and since that time many of the 
engineering experts of the country 
have had serious trouble in reopen- 
ing it. 

Now, however, the work has finally 
been completed and the tunnel cement- 
lined. The traing have quit the mile 
circle about the mountain which the 
tunnel’s caving made necessary and 
the “extra engines which were re- 
quired to pull trains over the heavy 
grade can be put back into regular 
service. It is stated that the old 
schedule of running time between At- 
lanta and Birmingham, which had to 
be lengthened because of the cave-in, 
will probably be resumed shortly. °

TAFT ACCUSED 
OF TRIFLING 


Senator Nelson Attacks Presi- 
dent for His Attitude on 
Reciprocity. 


Washington, May 22.—Senator Nel- 
son, of Minnesota, attacked President 
Taft today before the senate finance 
committee, for seeking to prevent the 
senate from amending the Canadian 
reciprocity bill. He declared that the 
constitution made the senate part of 
the treaty-making power of the coun- 
try, and offered several amendments to 
the measure. 

Senator Nelson’s amendments would 
reduce about one-haif' the 
tariff rates on most farm products. To

declared, was legislating directly 
against the farmer. 

“President Taft is evading the con- 
stitution of the United States,’’ he as- 
serted, ‘“‘when he tries to force the sen- 
ate to accept this agreement as it was 
presented. He is trifling with the sen- 
ate of the United States.”’ 

Senator Nelson urged the commit- 
tee to consider carefully his proposed 
amendments. He said the senate had 
amended previous treaties and that 
there was no valid reason why it 
should not amend the Canadian agree- 
ment.

LACK SALARIES 


Ugly Conditions Reported by 
Presbyterians---$6,000,000 
Asked for Preachers. 


Atlantic City, N. J., May 22.—The 

Presbyterian general assembly today 
passed by acclamation a resolution call- 
ing for the raising of a fund of $6,000,- 
000 to provide for superannuated cler- 
gymen. 
“The assembly went on record today 
as being opposed to the acceptance by 
the navy department of a silver service 
for the battleshi tah, which has en- 
graved on inet tray an etching 
of Brigham Yo\ Ag. 

The report of the committee on min- 
isterial relief makes a strong plea for 
the needy clergymen. 

“Less than half of our 9,073 minis- 
ters,”’ says the report, “are settled pas- 
tors of churches, and many of those 
who are pastors are receiving very 
small salaries. Of the 3.078 ministers, 
only about 2,500 have salaries of $1,000 
and up. 

“Over 6,000 ministers either have no 
salaries at all, or where they do have 
salaries they are less than $1,000 
year, and many of them have salaries 
of less than $600 a year. 

“Experience has taught us that only 


5,000 of our ministers are able to carry] 


any life insurance, leaving 4,000 min- 
isters who are unable to buy any in- 
surance whatever.” -

In reply to your first ge I beg to say 
that it would not be lawful for te nests 
of the Order of Owls established in this State to 
have an insurance feature of $6 a week in case 
of illness or a death benefit of $100 to be paid to 
a deceased member’s family without complying 
with the insurance laws of this State.

UNTRAINED HOUSEKEEPER 
COMES TO THE FRONT 


So much has been said and is being 
said about the untrained housekeeper 
that the impulse of the. writer this 
morning is to rise to the defense of 
womankind in ganeral. 

Men especially are loud in their 
statements that women dv not know 
how to keep house; that they are not 
trained to do so, and that that is one 
of the causes for the trouble with the 
servant problem. 

This is true, but there are reasons 
for it that may be said to excuse al- 
most the most inefficient of house- 
keepers. There is no excuse, however, 
for the one who is careless of honor or 
principle in the matter of hiring serv- 
ants in the employ of others. This 
phase of the problem is one so essen- 
tially personal and comes so directly 
under the head of the unwritten laws 
of social ethics that it will have to be 
worked out under that head, and here- 
after will have no place in this de- 
partment. 

But about the untrained woman, that

Many women had 
to become wage-earners, and the sys- 
tem, to meet the demands of the mo- 
ment in its change, went to the ex- 
treme of leaving out all of the trains 
ing which a woman formerly had be- 
fore she had anything else. 

Teaching by Example. 
There is no use discussing whether it 
is better or not, or whether it ought to 
be, the case remains that the average 
wife and mother of the day, in the 
duties that are hers, can only teach by 
example the things a girl ought to 
know about housekeeping. She can’t 
actually take her to the kitchen as she 
formerly did, put an apron on her and 
teach her what she ought to know. 
Neither the mother nor the daughter 
have time for that, though it is the 
business of every woman to know 
something about housekeeping. 
Now with this view of the situation, 
it clearly suggests itself that the school 
where the girl of today goes must have 
in its curriculum studies along the 
lines of household economics and do- 
mestic science which will give a girl 
some fundamental knowledge that will 
aid her when the moment for house- 
hold experience comes to her. 
Where else is she to get this knowl- 
edge? “This,” the selfish woman will 
remark, “will not help me to. cope with 
the servant problem as it is today.” 
That, may be true, but you have a 
daughter—it may help her, if you will 
be unselfish enough to look into the 
school system which your husband is 
helping to support? 


Watch the System. 


Do not rail at the teacher, or the 
superintendent, or those in authority, 
but find out first whether the system 
in the school is what it ought to be. 
Use the brain you have in finding it 
out. Then find out who represents you 
in the council and the board governing 
the school system. Is he the type of 
man calculated to know the needs of 
modern education? If not, why did you 
sit by and let him become elected? 
Civic consciousness is one of the first 
influences which will come to remedy 
the problems, social and otherwise, of 
all communities. 


through @ paper a group of organized 
women or the exploiting of certain in- 
dividuals who have violated the ethics 
of housekeeping, that a condition which 
has been worked up to, for years, will 
become suddenly changed, is very much 
mistaken. 

The difficulties which are confront- 
ing the housekeepers are many sided; 
and will have to be worked out through 
many channels. One of these will be 
through giving girls the right training 
for life—this training to begin in the 
home and continue in the school, and 
begin after school in the home again. 


Remedies Always Needed. 


Never will there be exploited in this 
department an unprogressive condition, 
that a remedy will not be suggested. 
That is the spirit of construction being 
worked to, so the housekeepers who 
being upset at present, must realize 
there are remedies. 

“First love your neighbor as your- 
self’ and act accordingly about her ser- 
vant. 

Second, look to the training of the 
present generation of girls through 
what should be a rational system in 
education. 

In other words, one-half of the trou- 
ble making up the servant problem 
is due to the untrained housekeeper, 
and to the selfish—and it might as 
well be said—the unprincipled house- 
keeper. 

The other half is due to the un- 
trained, unprincipled servant, which 
will - discussed as a problem to 
itself.

CHICKEN SOUFFLS, 

Stew chicken. When cold cut up 
fine. Make cream dressing of one 
pint milk, butter the size of an egg, 
one heaping tablespoonful flour; put 
the butter and flour together on 
stove, where it will melt, mix, heat 
the milk and pour over butter and 
flour, stirring constantly; when it is 
thick and smooth season with salt and 
pepper. Worcestershire or any sauce 
you may prefer.

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 4 points to an advance of 4 
points, with disappointing cables off- 
set by more favorable reports from 
the dry goods trade and the failure of 
the weather map to show any rain in 
the Carolinas. There was nothing to 
indicate that the frost predicted on 
Saturday for the Texas panhandle had 
materialized, but there were numerous 
reports that cotton was not germinat- 
ing in many sections of the Carolinas 

“owing to the absence of rain, and tlie 
market became firm right after the 
opening, with spgt houses and the bull 
leaders supporting old crop positions, 
while local and commission house 
shorts bought new crop months. 

After selling about 7 to 16 points 
net higher, there was a ,reaction of 
from 6 to 7 points, but the bulls bought 
on this decline, and during the middle 
of the day there was a fresh upward 
movement, which was led by August 
on covering by Wall street houses. 
That position sold as high as 15.47, or 
22 points above the closing price of 
Saturday, while July sold 16 points net 
higher and new crop positions at a net 
advance of about 9@10 points. Realiz- 
ing caused some irregularity in the 
late trading, but last prices were only 
3 or 4 points off from the best. The 
final figures of a local crop authority 
for May issued today made the average 
condition of the crop 84.7 per cent, 
against 80.9, the ten-year average, but 
the numerous private complaints of 
drouth now coming in, and the failure 
of the weather forecast to indicate any 
immediate change in the drouth sec- 
tions beyond the possibility of showers 
in extreme western parts of the Caro- 
linas, created expectations of a bullish 
weather report tomorrow. 

Receipts today 8,071 bales, against 
12.780 last week, and 11,561 last year. 
For the week 60,000 bales, against 65,- 
427 last week, and 56,585 last. year. To- 
day’s receipts at New Orleans 380 bales, 
against 3,187 last year, and at Houston

At the end of the 
first half hour of trading, prices were 3 to 6 
points over Saturday's close and 7 to 10 points 
up from the lowest. 

After the middle of the morning, the market 
quietea down, chiefly because reports coming in 
from the cotton belt were conflicting. Some éaid 
that the crop was doing well. and that tter 
weather than that prevailing cov?ld not be im- 
agined. Other accounts said that rain was im- 
perative and that seed would not germinate in 
some localities until it did rain. The result 
was that many tfaders withdrew fram the market 
until they could get a better line on crop con- 
ditions.

During Greater Part of Session. 
Market Showed .Consid- 


New York, May 22.—The forward 
movement in the stock market, which 
was interrupted late last week, was 
resumed today. During the greater 
part of the session prices ruled well. 
above the final figures of last week, 
and the market agree considerable 
strength. Late in the Gay, however, 
gains were cut down materially. Read- 
ing was the leader in the early part of 
the day, when the market was strong- 
est, and rose to within a small fraction 
of its highest price of the year, reach- 
ed several weeks ago. The grain-car- 
rying roads, especially the Hill group, 
were helped by the continued good re- 
ports of crop prospects, and were in 
unusually strong demand. Western 
Union continued its recent rise, and 
the car equipment stocks, including 
American Car and Foundry, American 
Locomotive and Pressed Steel Car, 
were marked up on account of increas- 
ed business which these companies 
are expected to enjoy in the future.

GRANDFATHER CLAUSE 
DIVIDES THE ee 
One Federal Judge in Okla- 


homa Says It’s Inentid. 
Another Upholds. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., May 23.—Hold- 


ing the “grandfather clause” amend- 
ment to the state constitution invalid 
because it is in violation of the fifteenth 
amendment to the federal constitution, 
Judge John H. Cotteral, of the United 
States district court, today overruled 
the demurrer of defendants in the case 
of the United States v. J. J. (Beal and 
Frank Quinn, D. W. Jeffries ‘and Wil- 
lard Smith, election officers. ' : 

The power to grant the right to vote, 
the court held, was not given to the 
federal government, but the flfteenth 
amendment says the right to vote shall 
not be denied any person because of 
“race, color or previous conditions of 
servitude.” 

To_make the subjection of certain in- 
dividuals to the “educational test” de- 
pendent on their condition before 1866 
would make .it dependent on their race 
and color, the court held. 

The “grandfather clause” exempts 
from the “educational test” those whose 
ancestors were entitled to vote on Jan- 
uary 1, 1866, or* whose ancestors were 
residents of a foreign country. Under 
this clause negroes were denied the

Washington, May 223.—On a green 
knoll in front of the old Lee mansion 
in Arlington cemetery, overlooking the 
broad Potomac and the capital, a 
memorial was unveiled today to Major 
Pierre Charles Il'Enfant, the French 
engineer, to whose prophetic vision 
Washington owes its broad avenues 
ang its symmetry of design. 

President Taft, Ambassador Jusse- 
rand, of France, and Senator Root, of 
New York, spoke in eulogy of Major 
l’Enfant. 
“There are not many,” sala Presi- 
dent Taft, “who have to wait 100 
years to receive the reward to which 
the are entitled; until the world 
shall make the progress which enables 
it to pay the just reward. The man 
whose memory we celebrate today had 
a highly artistic temperament and he 
had the defects which not infrequently 
accompany that temperament, and it 
is that fact which has obsoured at 
times and in some degree the merit 
of what he did and lessened the grati- 
tude we owe him for what he did.” 

Ambassador Jusserand referred to 
the death of Minister of War Berteaux. 

“Berteaux,” said he, “Was a man 
like Enfant. He died a victim.of the 
new invention, the aeroplane, in which 
he was much interested. We in France 
cannot forget the way in which your 
president expressed his grief at that 
sad accident. It shows mare than 
ever that your joys are our and 
your sorrows are ovr sorrows.”

ern: Church So Order 


General Assembly Sends Down 
Overture on “Elect. Infants” 
for the 87 Presbyteries to 
‘Vote Upon--- Bristol Chosen 
for Next General Assembly.

Louisville, Ky., May 22.—The selec- 
tion of Bristol, Tenn., as the next meet- 
ing place, and a decision to put to a 
vote of the eighty-seven presbyteries 
comprising the Presbyterian church in 
the United States (southern) an 
amendment to-the “elect infant” clause 
in the confession of faith comprised 
the most important features of today’s 
session of the general assembly. 

Report on Elect Infant Clause. 

Fifteen presbyteries had overtured the 
general assembly on the “elect infant” 
clause, and the committee on bills and 
overtures, to which they were referred, 
made the following report, which was 
adopted: 

“We have examined the overtures 
dnd find them fifteen in number. 
these fifteen, all wish the assembly to 
reject the overture sent down to the 
presbyteries of the last assembly, and 
all fifteen ask that some other form of 
phraseology be sent to the presbyte- 
ries to be considered and voted on dur- 
ing the coming year. 

“Ten of the number suggest the fol- 
lowing or something like it: 

“All infants dying in infancy are in- 
cluded in the electon of grace, etc. 

“Two wish to. omit any reference to 
election. 

“Two wish an explanatory footnote. 

“In view of the whole Bityation, the 
committee recommends the sending 
down to the presbyteries of the fol- 
lowing overture to ‘amend section 3, 
chapter 10, of the confession to read 
as follows: 

“Infants dying in infancy are regen- 
erated and saved by and through the 
Spirit who worketh when and where 
and how He pleaseth. So also are all 
others who are included in the elec- 
tion of grace and who are incapable 
of being tutwardly called by the min- 
istry of the word.” 

Bristol for Next Meeting. 

Sixty-six presbyteries must vote for 
the amendment before it carries. Last 
year the general assembly sent down 
an amendment in the shape of an 
overture to the presby.teries which 
failed of acceptance. 

Bristol, Tenn., and Richmond, Va., 
were the only two places voted on for 
the next place of meeting. The Rev. 
Russell Cecil, D. D., of Richmond, the 
present moderator,.nominated~. Rich- 
mond, which was seconded by former 
Governor J. Hoge Tyler. The Rev. C. 
Cc. Carson, D. D., of Bristol, placed that 
place in nomination. When a vote 
showed that Bristol had won, the 
selection was made unanimous. 

Tonight the assembly participated in 
a popular meeting, in celebration of 
the three hundredth anniversary of 
the King James version of the Bible. 

An overture from the presbytery of 
Orange, touching the deaconate in con- 
nection with the new plan of benefi- 
cence and an overture from the pres- 
bytery of Mecklenburg touching the 
reduction of the number of secretaries 
were referred to the committee on sys- 
tematic beneficence. 

An overture from the presbytery of 
Enoree relative to amending paragraph 


87 of the Book of Church Order, which | 


relates to the basis of representation 
in-the assembly, and an overture from 
the presbytery of Panhandle touching 
the election of church officers for a lim- 
ited period were referred to a special ad 
interim committee. An overture from 
certain ministers and elders relative 
to a change in the ecclesiastical year 
was docketed for future action. A report 
of the council of reformed churches 
was also docketed.
